to ‘reorganise the Fair. The 
upshot jis that Hongkong 
van either join « Common- 
wenlth section seriously re- 
duced in size during the 
February exhibition (a bad 
time in ‘view of the clash 
with: Chinese New Year) or 
participate in the April dis- 
play at which only about 
two types of Hongkong 
products can be showa. 

One of the most important 
advantages which the Hong- 
kong stand has always en- 
joyed over other Common- 
wealth exhibitors is that It 
displays virtually the full 
range of the Colony’s manu- 
fuctures and is literally a 
shop window for our Ight 
industries. It, 1s deemed 
exsential that if Hongkong 
is to exhibit effectively at 
the BIF, it must be in a

HE fact that each’ year 
since 1948 the Colony hag 
. increased its’ oversous 
trading through the BIF 
suygests that we cannot 
afford to become _ dis- 
\ associated from the Fair, 
Yuet it seems there iso 
fairly widespread belief 
among our industrialisty’ 
and traders that contacts in 
the United Kingdom are so 
firmly established, that no 
great harm will result from 
Hongkong's non-appearance 
at next yeur's exhibition, 
Sentimental rather than 
trade ties -will be broken, 
Another point to be borne 
in mind is that Hongkong 
can return to the BIF if it 
xo desires in 1967. In other 
words, next year’s absence 
, need not be permanent, 
Accepting this os being 
rensonnble point of view, dt 
remains to be observed that 
Hongkong munufacturers 
cannot afford, as a matter 
of policy, to sever them- 
selves and their products 
from international trade 
exhibitions. Their value has 
already been amply proved, 
not only at the British In- 
dustries Fair, but at the 
‘trade shows in San 
Francisco and Singapore, 
Hongkong. must Jose some- 
thing in the way of prestige 
and trade by not being 
represented next year at the 
Earl's Court exhibition, but 
this could well be compen- 
sated for if the Colony 
decided to put up a full- 
‘sized display at the Ham- 
burg trade show which Is 
being organised late in| 
1956. Undoubtedly new con- 
tacts would, bo made with 
good chances of opening up 
new and profitable markets.

Dr Konrad’ Adenauer, 
West German’ Chancellor, 
said today his government 
would consider it an “un- 
friendly act” if any Western 


or neutral country were to 
recognise Communist East 


Germany. ‘ 

He told the Bundestag 
(Lower House) that only West 
Germany is entitled to spcak 
for the whole of Germany. 

The Chancdllor said: “I 
must state unambiguously 
that the federal government 
will continue to regard us an 
unfriondly act the establish- 
ment of diplomatic relations 
with the German Democratic 
Republic by third states with 
which the federal republic 
maintains relations because 
this would tend to aggravate 
the partition of Germany.” 

West Germany has relations 
with nearly all. West and 
neutral states. but has no rela- 
{fons with Communist govern- 
ments, The agreement to 
establish relations with Russia 
has yet to be approved by 
parliament and implemented. 

NO SOVEREIGNTY . 

The Chancellor sald East 
Germany was not a legitimate 
democratic state and there was 
no sovercignty., . 

He was commenting on the 
Moscow treaty signed on Tucs- 
day sctting up East Germany 
as a sovereign state during a 
report to the Bundestag on his 
own talks In Moscow, which 
-established diplomatic relations 
between West Germany amd 
Russia; ‘ 

A West German government 
spokesman disclosed carlier that 
notes had been sent to Britain, 
the United States and France 
yesterday asking them to re- 
iterate a declaration on April 7, 
1954, stating they “do not re- 
cognise the sovereignty of the 
Bast German regime, which 1s 
not based on free elections.”—
